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Continuation of 3. NOTE: This proposed amendment raises new issues in that it significantly limits the coating composition in the claimed 
apparatus. Also it raises the issue of new matter because "an organic polymerizable substituent" is different from an organosilane 
compound containing an organic polymerizable substituen (as taught on page 3 of the specification^. Note that a methyltrimethoxysilane 
cannot have a substituent by definition, since the four groups attached to the Si atom must be 1 methyl group and 3 methoxy groups. 
Finally, this claim contains a typographical error that must be corrected. 
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
